Blandly he told the gathering that those who opposed 
his recomendations or criticized his conduct of the office 
were motivated only by selfish, cpntemptible motives. 
He himself, he continued, is activated only by the 
high purpose of protecting this great republic from de­ 
struction. 
“I don’t believe in government for special privilege,” 
continued this protege of the Pendergast gang of Missouri, 
who has populated Washington with the cronies and 
pawns of the Pendergast dynasty. 
"We have got to go right on doing what is right,” 
proclaimed this partisan leader whose years in office have 
been marked with more numerous and more brazen scan­ 
dals, favoritism, coverups, sales of influence, chiseling 
and just plain, slimy barter of public resources, than was 
ever before known in our national history.
